LONDON. Dee. 21.— The Russian 
arm y defending Warsaw is today be­ 
lieved to have completed the forma­ 
tion of its new line before the Pol­ 
ish capital. 
Only a battle of enorm­ 
ous proportions will permit the Ger­ 
mans to break through. 
The forces 
of Grand Duke Nicholas are declar­ 
ed to number more than 1,000,000 
men. 
The entire Russian line 
has 
been strengthened. 
Reinforcements which have been 
hurried into Poland 
have enabled 
Grand Duke Nicholas to lengthen his 
line defending Warsaw into a con­ 
tinuous battle from the Vistula to 
the Pilica river. 
The Russians are thus massed on 
a front of more than sixty miles with 
their line running through the im­ 
portant railroad 
point of Skiernie- 
wice and on through Rawa to the Pi­ 
lica. 
The extension of the line to 
the south along the Pilica was made 
necessary by the advance of the Aus- 
tro-Oerman forces in the Piotrkow’ 
region. 
The main advance of the 
Ger­ 
mans is now* along the Bzura river 
and the railroad 
running through 
Lowicz to Warsaw. 
V\ rather Hat! 
Snows, rain and extremely

weather is forcing both armies to 
conduct their 
operations under the 
greatest difficulties.

AVERACE INDIVIDUAL PAYS $ 1 .7 7 


If Pro-rated in La Crosse 
County Citizens Would 
Be Asked to Pay 
About $1.84 Apiece 


MADISON, Wis., Dec. 21.— An in­ 
come tax of 14,140,571.86 will be 
Collected in Wisconsin on 1914 in­ 
comes under the state income tax 
law, according 
to 
compiled state­ 
ments finished by the state tax com­ 
mission today. 
This is an increase 
of $'>8,07 4.4 0 over the amount col­ 
lected last. year. 
The corporations 
will pay a tax of $2,716,657.04, which 
is slightly less than 
was 
collected 
from the same source last year. In­ 
dividuals will pay $1,423,914.82, as 
compared 
with 
$1,289,312.52 last 
year. 
The assessed 
income 
upon 
which the tax is to be collected is 
$120,979,330.79, of which $74,787,- 
018.79 is income of individuals. 
Milwaukee Pays Most 
Although Milwaukee city and coun­ 
ty have only 18.50 per cent of the 
total populat^n of the state, they 
are required to pay 4 2.55 per cent 
of income of individuals. 
Sixteen counties having cities of 
the second and third classes, with an 
aggregate of 33 per cent of the state’s 
population, will pay 20.79 per cent of 
the total. 
The remaining counties, 
with 48.23 per cent of the population, 
pay 30.67 per cent of the tax. This 
indicates that the income tax falls 
heaviest on cities and lightly on ag­ 
ricultural districts. 
If the total tax collected were pro­ 
rated on the 
basis of population, 
ea^h individual in the state would 
have to pay $1.7 7. On the same basis 
in Milwaukee county, the per capita 
tax would be $4.50; in the sixteen 
counties with second and third class 
cities, the per capita would be $1.84, 
and in the remaining counties, which 
are largely agricultural districts, the 
percaplta tax is only 08 cents. 
Sixty Thousand Pay 
In the entire state 60.800 individ­ 
uals will be called upon to pay the 
income tax of $1,423,914 assessed 
against individuals and firms. There

“ It is now the accepted opinion 
of most officials and all social work­ 
ers, educators, clergymen and in gen­ 
eral all those most strenuously op­ 
posed to vice,” says the report, “ that 
the segregated district must go, and 
that a policy of absolute repression 
and continuous 
campaign 
against 
vice must be adopted by every city 
and state.” 
In every city where both meth­ 
ods of handling vice were tried, the 
committee was told by officers 
and 
policemen that 
there 
was not so 
much evidence of street immorality 
under the closed policy of the city 
as 
under 
the open policy, 
and the 
committee says this is particularly 
true from the evidence in the cities 
of Superior and La Crosse. 
It says 
the opinion of these witnesses 
is 
fully corroborated by the reports of 
other cities, which are cited in the 
report. 
“ Possibly Hie best example is 
shown in La (Yosse,” the re­ 
port adds, “as the policy 
was 
there frequently changed under 
incoming mayors and in some 
cases under the 
same mayor, 
and the universal testimony was 
that the street conditions 
were 
la tte r in the 
city 
when 
the 
houses were closed.” 
Roadhouse Report 
The report says that parlors and 
roadhouses recognized by the city of- 
■ ficials were found by investigators in

COOK’S

Walter Fisher, et a1., alleg­ 
ed lavers of the first ice road 
across the Mississippi this year, 
are in the Ananias 
club 
with 
Capt. Cook of “ farthest north” 
fame— rather ill fame. 
George W. Trayer, employed 
during the summer by George 
Holzhammer, 
is 
the 
Admiral 
Perry w ho “exposed” Fisher. 
For years there has been rival­ 
ry among rivermen for the hon­ 
or of laying out 
the 
first ice 
road. 
This year Fisher claimed the 
honor. To back his assertions he 
was willing to show the spot on 
the bank where 
George Holz­ 
hammer stood and watched the 
perilous crossing. 
Now comes Trayer with the 
assertion that he was the first 
to cross, claiming that he made 
the passage on December 15, the 
day the stream closed, and bear­ 
ing 
with him as prima 
facie 
evidence a chunk of ice, part of 
that which he traversed in get­ 
ting to the Minnesota shore.

I K. Thaw, slayer of Stanford White, 
; today lost his fight for liberty in the 
supreme court. 
His extradition to 
; New* York from New Hampshire, fol­ 
lowing his escape from Matteaw*an 
j asylum, was ordered by the court, 
j 
Thaw must stand trial for conspir- 
i acy to escape from Matteawan, for 
which he w*as indicted in New’ York, 
following his sensational flight to 
Canada and thence to New Hamp­ 
shire. 
• 
The high court reversed the de­ 
cision of Federal District Judge Ald­ 
rich of New Hampshire, who granted 
Thaw a writ of habeas corpus. 
W hether Thaw is returned to Mat­ 
teawan depends upon the New York 
authorities. 
His attorneys declare, 
however, that if he is not tried on 
the conspiracy charge, or should an 
attempt be made to hold him as an 
alleged lunatic in the asylum, anoth­ 
er habeas corpus proceeding will be 
brought. 
Nearly all of the points made by 
Thaw's counsel, former AttorneyGen- 
eral Philander C. Knox and former 
governor Stone of Pennsylvania, were 
ocerruled in the opinion, which was 
handed down by Justice Holmes. 
“ Thaw was a fugutive from justice; 
he was charged with a real crime, 
and it is for a jury of the state of 
New York after consideration of the 
laws of the state of New* York, to de­ 
termine whether or not he w’as in­ 
sane at the time of the act, and 
whether he is guilty 
of 
a 
crime 
against the law’s of New’ York,” said 
Justice Holmes. 
“That is not on 
trial here. 
“ No discretion is given in the law’ 
providing for extradition. It plainly 
says that upon an indictment charg­ 
ing a crime found, and proof of th a t 
submitted to the state to which the 
fugitive has fled, the fugitive must 
be surrendered to the demanding 
state. 
For this and other reasons, 
we reverse the decision of the dis­ 
trict court of New’ Hampshire.” 
Famous Case 
“ The Thaw’ case” is probably the 
most famous in American criminal 
law’ history. Scion of a Pittsburg fam­ 
ily, a millionaire, and roisterer along 
the Great White Way, Thaw shot 
and killed Stanford White, architect, 
and 
himself 
a 
Broadwayite, 
on 
Madison Square Garden roof, June 
25, 1900. His m other’s millions have 
been poured out ever since to avoid 
punishment for that crime. 
Thaw’’s 
trial 
resulted in a dis­ 
agreement on April l l , 1907. 
The 
slayer’s second trial was begun on 
January 6, 1908. 
Again the “ un­ 
written law’” plea wns advanced, on 
the ground that Thaw was tempo­ 
rarily insane when he killed the man 
who had been intimate with his wife. 
Thaw’ was acquitted February I, on 
the ground that when he fired the fa­ 
tal shot he was insane. 
He was im­ 
mediately committed to Matteawan 
asylum. 
On November 22, 1912, Thaw’ tried 
bribery to effect bis escape from the 
asylum. The $25,000 he expended got 
him nothing. .On August 17, 1913, 
Thaw’ escaped in a fast motor car. He 
disappeared for two days and finally 
turned up in a tiny Canadian border 
town. 
From that moment, the state 
of New York has made unremitting 
efforts to have him extradited 
for 
conspiracy to effect his own release 
from Matteawan. 
Tt has been estimated that Thaw 
and his family have silent nearly a 
million dollars in the fight for Iris 
freedom.

GI FT that will be appreciated bf 
the man or woman who travel*, 
is an apron of brown linen, rubberized 
on one side, in which to carry all nec­ 
essary toilet articles. The rubberizing 
makes the inside of the apron and its 
pockets waterproof. To make it r*. 
quires one piece of linen 20 inches 
long and 14 wide for the apron and a 
length 17 inches for the pockets and 
flaps.
